In order to satisfy the requirement under 37 C.F.R. §1 .98(a)(3) for a concise 
explanation of the relevance of each item of information, applicant herewith 
submits a copy of the International Search Report. In addition, applicant notes with 
respect to any information that is not in English language as follows: 

German Offenlegungsschrift DE 100 31 487 A1 describes a circuit 
connection arrangement for mounting in vehicle doors, such as for controlling the 
electric window drive mechanism which are generally mounted on the door blade 
(10) which is sealed by an internal cover plate, and incorporates flat circuit 
elements such as flexible printed circuit (FPCs), and to avoid problems such as 
excessive total space required for the standard circuit part, and excessive total 
length of the FPC etc.; a first FPC (22) is provided for the standard circuit unit (20), 
and a second FPC (32) for the optional circuit unit, the latter including a second 
circuit part for control of an optional electrical fitting. 

German Offenlegungsschrift DE 100 37 263 A1 describes a cabling device 
having a plug connector with terminals connected to the cable wiring harness fitted 
into a rectangular opening (1 1 ) in a termination block (1 2) formed integrally with an 
automobile door cladding panel (1), with 2 different flat circuits (4,6) used for 
connecting the termination block with 2 electrical devices mounted on the cladding 
panel, so that the latter are supplied when the plug connector is fitted into the 
termination block. 

The above-identified application discloses and claims an invention 
patentable over this prior art. 
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Entry of the references above set forth into the file of the above application 
is believed to be in order and is respectfully requested.
